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BUFFALO NERD IS GROWING 


Animals en Government Preserve In 


Oklahoma Continue to Show 


Gratifying Increase. 


The government's herd of buffalo on 


the WlchiU national forest .tn Okla 
homa, which Is also a federal gam* 
preserve, has been Increased by the 
arrival of ten calves, according to i 
report received by the forest servtc* 
from the supervisor In charge. - The 
herd, which cow comprises €2 speci- 
mens of the almost extinct bison, is In 
good condition, tay* th« supervisor, 
and promises to continue Increasing at 
a rapid rate. Eight of the calves are 
females, bringing the number of heif- 
ers and cows up to JO. The bulls num- 
ber 32 and have been placed by them- 
telres in a pasture which has Just 
been fenced In for them. Three year* 
ago the buffalo herd In the Wichita 
forest was little more than half ai 
large as It is now. It Is raid that the 
other game animals in the preserve. 
Including the elk and antelope, also 
are Increasing, due to the protection 
afforded, not only against hunters but 
against wolves, wildcats and other 
predatory animals, which committed 
serious depredations frcm- the estab- 
lishment ot the preserve in 19C5 until 


Leisures were taken to stop them. 
n protecting the game from predatory 
nlmals. the wardens and forest offl- 
ers are also promoting the Interests 
f local stockmen, who graze several 
housand head of cattle on certain at- 
otted areas within the preserve.
